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ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU.

Water level. —In mrst of the reservoirs in all the districts except Chengalprttu and the’ 
Nilgiris,the w ter level brgrnto rise steadily cue to rain in Mry rnd June 1981. 

Agriculture .—The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers was 
13 0 Million hectares in 1978*79. Out of which, the nett area sown accounted for 6.3 million 
hectares, the area cultivable but not cultivated formed 2 4 million hectares end the uncultivable 
land was 43 million hectares. Out of the 63 million hectares of neti area sown28 million hectares 
or about 45 0 t> r cent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was 1.4 million hectares 
of which 0.9 million hectares or about €6 02 per cert was irr gated. 

Index numbers of agricultural economy .--The provisional indices (for 1979-80) of area 
under crops, cropping intensity, yield, productivity per Nett hectare and the Index of Agricultural 
Production have increased by 3.4 points, 3-2 points, 30 points, 7-8 points and 81 points respec¬ 
tively when compared with the previous year 1978-79. There is no change in the Index of 
cropping pattern. 

Coconut and Arecanut.— According to the provisional estimates of Coconut and Arecanuf 
survey, the estimated area under Coconut in Tamil Nadu for 1979-80 was 1,14,860 hectares and it s 
total production was 1,180-10 million nuts. When compared with the previous year, the estimated 
area and production of coconut showed an increase of 4-89 percent and 5-06 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

The estimated area under arecanut was 42-80 hectares with the total production of 
2,992 tonnes of cured arecanuts registering an increase of 2 88 per cent and 2’82 per cent 
respectively over the previous year. 

Minor crops .—According to the final estimates, the area under Onions, Pota‘ 0 , Chillies 
and Tapioca in Tamil Nadu during 1979-80 was 21.728, 10,750, 97,369 and 57,603 hect res 
respectively while the production of these crops was 2,36,493 80,960, 61338 and 15,79.810 tonne 

Crop Prospects —Water supply was just adequate in the districts of Thanjavur, Salem, 
Coirab tore, Periyar, Dhirmapuri md Tirunelveli districts. In the rem ining distric s there 
w s inrdequ; te supply of water- All the tanks except a few in the State are dried up. 

Ploughing and sowings have been completed in all the districts except South Arcot 
North Arcot, Coimbatore, Ramanathapuram, Tirunelveli, Dharin pari and IC nn y. kum.r 
districts- 
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The condition of standing crops was satisfacto ry in all the districts except Che igalpattu. 
North Arcot, M durai, R m n thapu am i-nd S.iiem districts. In C ;engaip.ntu, stmiing 
crops wereafFected in most of tie places by cite ugh t. In North Arcot Paddy cnl Sug r c ne 
crops were wi hcringfor want of W tdv.. Ertuic tibn of “Bunchy Topt)ise se” affecting B nam 
Plantation in Kod ik n 1 ta'uks of Mi-'ur i districts w s taken up by the Agriculture 1 Depart¬ 
ment. In V rudhun gar Taluk of R man ith puram district cctk n prop was *tt?eked by 
Pests- Thecott n c op under well-iirigsticn witha edfer want < f. .at equate water f cm the 
wells. In Salem district the condition of dry c/cps w s net satisfactory. .

Industrie *-—The Industrial Production under the registered sector in T; m l Nadu increa¬ 
sed by 7-1 per cjnt(or) 13-6 points* during the qrrter ended March 1981 rs a the average 
general in ex mere, sed from 192.3 in the quarter enaed December 1980 to 205-9 in the quarter 
ended March 1981- 

Theince se in the general index was m inly d ue to better performance cf manuf during 
sector which recorded an increase of 8-4 percent. 


Considerable inceudsin production were noticed in respact of sugar (refined), Ammoni 
Urea ana Symnetic Gemstones. 

However, significant decreases in pro iuction we'e also noticed in Respect of Refined oil. 
Te r (processed). Tyers, Tubas, Superior kerosine, Pesticides and Transformers, 

Hondloom -—The production of handJLoin cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended 
March 1981 w s estimated at 170,568-000 metres as ag inst 169,840.000 metres during the 
previous quarter, registering an increase of 0.43 per cent- 

Considering the rate of increase during the quarter under review and the previous quaj- te 
it is presumed that the industry is well set in motion during the yea. • 

Joint Stock Companies .—During the quarter ended June 1981,12 public sal 140 private com* 
panies were newly registered as against 8 public and 130 private companies during the previous 
quarter. 

The total authorised capital of newly registered public and private companies during the 
quarter ended June 1981 was Rs. 1,928.00 lakhs as against Rs. 1.651-65 lakhs during the 
previous quarter. 

During the quarter under review no company went into liquidation as against 4 companies 
during the previous quarter. 

Electricity.—During the quarter ended June 1981 the generation of electricity was 1471 
million units as against 1,905 million units during the previous quarter. 

The total consumption of electricity increased from 2,120 million units during the quarter 
ended December 1980 to 2,149 million units during the quarter ended Ma-ch 1981. 

During the quarter endeJ June 1981, Six towns villages and h< inlets were electrified and 
5,907 agricultural pumpsets ware energised- 

Transport —During the quarter ended jMa c'i 1981, the total number of newly registered 
motor vehicles in Tamil Nadu was 12,275 as against 10,462 during the previous quarter. 


Index Numbers of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu (1970-71—100).—During the quarter 
ended Jane 1981, the index number of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu advanced by 5,07 per cent 
to 266.06 from 253-22 in the previous quarter. 


Consumer Price Index Number for Industrial workers ( Base 1 960-= 100)---During the 
Quarter ended June 1981 the Consumer Price Index Number advanced in Maaras City. 
Cuic alote. Madurai, Coimbatore, Nagercoil and Coonoor, while it declined in Tirachirapalli. 
when compared with the index for March 1981. 
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Qm turner price Index number* for rural Tmil N-'du (Base 1970—71 = 100*.—During the 
qua ter ended June 1981 the Consumer Price Index Number fo' selceted essential items in ruial 
Tamil Nadu moved up by 2'40 per cent to 256 65 as against 250-64 in t ie previo s quarter. 

Con winer price Index for vrbi'n non-m rv.Ml employees (Base 1960—100.—During t'e 
quarter ended .Tune 1981 the consume price index numbe' for urban non manual 
c mployees advanced in Madras and Madurai centres while t decreased in Tiruchirapalli. 

I>ul x n.m'ysr oj pri’tty (Base \ 1954—55=100)— During the quarter under review the 
Index o Prices received by the farmer moved up by 10*56 per cent to 628 !rom 568 in the 
previous quarter and Index o prices paid by the armer also increased by 5.91 per cent to 789 
trom 745 in the previous quarter. The index of parity moved to 80 rom 76 in the last quarter 
register ng an increase o 5.26 per cent. 

Trade —The total value o~ foreign trade through the ports in Tam 1 Nadu during the 
quarter ending 31st December 1980 was of the order of Rs. 476 9 Crores of which exports 
accounted for Rs. 108 Crores and imports Rs. 363 5 Crores. As compared to the corresponding 
quarter o the prey ois year the exports ell by 34-9 per cent and the imports showed an 
increase o64.9 per cent. 

Employm nt <—The total number of employment seekers on the L ve-Register o Employ¬ 
ment exchange, in Tamil Nadu as at the end of the quarter ended 3 th June 1981 ncreased 
iractionallv by 0.07 per cent as compared with the previou; quarter The number o persons 
reg store l in the employment exchanges during the quarter under rev ew increased by 8.99 per 
cent, compare 1 w th the previou quarter.

I. INTRODUCTION. 

Thanks to ti c'Green Revolfltion’, the country has emerged, in t .e recent years, from a 
chrou.c ood deficit to surplus portion. 'The new farm technology based on the application of 
improved seeds of higi yielding st>a n, che,meal 'ertili e s, pe^t and plant disease* control 
measures and use of agricultural machine, y and Implements ha-, not only improved agricul¬ 
tural productivity but also created increasing employment opportunities or educated agricul¬ 
tural manpower. 

Based on the reco n nendat on of t e work ng Group on Agricultural Manpowe set dp by 
the Steering Group on Employment and Manpower constituted by t, L e Planning Co am ss on. 
Government of lad a in connection wit. me formula ion o me Fifth five year Plan, Govern¬ 
ment in Ag iculture Depaitment requested h-s department to un. e take a study on self 
•mployment potential in Agro Industries in Tamil Nadu. 

Accordingly, a study on self.employment potential in Ag o industr cs dr ag icultural 
manpower, such as agricultural giaduates, lorticulat raJ graduate , cer ificate holders, agro 
eng nee.s, tec .nician, etc., was undeTaken by re Ma .power ceil of .his depar tment in 
conmltation w. h he D rector of Agriculture and Ag .cultural Univers ty.

villages in 'he rural a.e s, with ci popular or. o. 10,000 and above as the sampling units. 
Sample-, we e a .ott.; in each stratum in proportion to die size of the own or die b g village 
as the case may be A sample size of 25 per cent of the urban towns and the big villages was 
selected by the method of random sampling tec mique. \H the agro industrial units in each 
selected town in the urban area and big village in the rural area was covered by the survey. 

Under the sehe ne for training unemployed agricultural engineering graduates for starting 
agro service centres sponsored and subsidised by the Government oflndia from 1972, the Tamil 
Nadu Agro Industries Corporation have b en imparting tmining to candidates to star-; "agro 
service Centres in the rural areas in the State. 

T eTanilN du Agro-Engineering and Service Co-ope five Federation has organised agro 
engineer ng and service Co-operative centres at disti ict level and block level. 

Care lias been taken to coy;r these agro service centres in the survey. 

Reference period. —The reference period for the survey was the year ending 31st March 
1979. 

Method of collection of data. —Two forms viz Form l —Listing schedule and Form II_ 

Establishme nt schedule were debgned for the survey and field staff of this department can was- 
sed the schedules. 

From -Listing schedule was in ended for listing out all the Agro-Industrial units falling 
under the six categories o industries- All the Agro industrial units identified in the 
selected sample, big as well as sdm'l, irrespective of the number of worlder employed 
including th? self employed units and single worker units were listed in this schudu’e and 
this served as a basis for covering all the smaller units employing less than ten workers for 
convassing Form II. 

147-28—2A 
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Form II—Es ablishment schedule has been canvassed for all the smaller units out of those 
listed in Form I, having an faverge daily employment o less than 10 workers- Data collected 
in this schedule included (I) Year of s rting the uni' (2) Category and nature of activity 
(3) Employment, (4) Sources of Capital an capital employee. 

Limitation of the study.—-Tee study was confined to the six categories ofagro industries 
Howeve", the lis: hi s been use ; s ?n illustrative o e for the purpose ol'the study. Efforts 
were taken o cover similar c v egories of ndus ries in the selected towns and villages and it 
was found in the course of he study hat only a very few units outside the purview of the list 
were in existence. 

Small villages-with population of less than 10,000 were not covered under the survey. 
Consequently Agro Industries located in these villages have been excluded from the survey. 


II. Agro Industries Offering Self Employment Prospects- 

In theabsence of ready information regarding the types of agro-industries which offer 
self employment potential to agricultural graduates, horticultural graduates etc./and approved 
classification of those industries, the assistance of the Tamil Nadu agricultural university was 
sought. The University furnished information regarding some broad spheres in which such 
employment potential is possible. They are (0 Manufacture of Agricultural implements 
(il) Customs hiring of agricultural machinery like motors, harvesters etc., (iii) Repairs and 
Maintenance (iv) Consul mey serVcing (v) Servicing of the Farm structures and (vi) Agro- 
based process ng industry. 

The Director of Agriculture also furnished information regarding the types of agro 
processing industries which would offer self employment prospects to agricultural and 
horticulture! gra duates, agro engineers c'c.. 

The agro based processing in lus ri e « which would offer self employment opportunities are 
broadly: 

(i) Paperboard making. 

(ii) Fish, meal-extraction- 

(Iii) Mesta'eX'rrction. 

(iv) Jasmine oil ex'rrc ion. 

(v) Preparal onIof glucose syrunTronTst rehyjfood grains. 

(vi) Preparation of protein rich products, infant foods sausage*, bakery products, dairy 
products from pulses. 

(yii) Golden syrup rich in glucose from sugarcane crop'of tender age. 

(viii) Vegetable milk frohffsoyabean and groundnut. 

(ix) Preparsricn of industrial s arch erd sago. 

(x) Manufac ure of produces like g-trlic powder alcoholic and non-alcoholie beverages 
and oil and oleoresins from singer. 

(xi) Dehydrations of vegetables, <uber crops, e'e/on a commercial scale. 

The classified on ofagro industries offering self employment opportunities under six broad 
categories and he nature of agro indus’ri d units coming under those categories has 
accord ngly been made. 

III. survey results. 

Based, on the data collected under Survey it has been estimated that there were 2892 agro 
ndustrial units in the State as on 31st March 1979 Nearly three-fourths of these units were 
in the urban towns and the rest were in the rurul areas, 
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Category of the Ag -o Industrial Units. —As s'a-eci earlier, the agro industr es covered 
urdor sk b'oa : groups viz.

It will Jje seen from he table above that 'Repair and Maintenance of Agricultural 
machinery m l equipments* alone accounted for 1988 units constituting 68 per cent of the total 
units in T; mil Nadu. ‘Hiring of Agricultural machinery and equipments to customers’ comes 
next in order with 804 units or 28 per cent of the total units. These two categories of industries 
together recounted for as high as 96 per cent of the total number of Units. The units under 
manufacture of Agricultural implements formed only 3 per cent of the total units and about 
1 per cen were under the category, consultancy sei vicing*. It is significant to note that no 
units (employing less than ten workers) under the two categories of agro indus ties viz. 
S e -v;c ng of hi ’arm structure* and ‘Agro-b tsed processing industries* were found to exist. 
Though paddy hulling, oil crushing etc , are agro-based industries they have not been taken 
into account for the reason that they do no offer self employment opportunities for 
agricul ural and horticultural graduates, agro-engineers, technicians, etc., Obviously Agro 
Processing industries in the small and tiny sector such as Paper board making, utilising waste 
materials, Fish meal production, Mesta extraction, Jasmine oil extraction etc., which offer 

employment prospects for agricultural gradua es, agro-engineers, etc., have not yet taken 
roots in the State. Another feature ts that ‘Consultancy Servicing* has also not yet gained 
importance in the State. It may also be seen that major part of the ‘Hiring’ units are 
located in rural areas in order to serve the customers at their doorsteps. The number of 
‘Repairing* units are comparatively mote in Urban areas than in Rural areas. 


Distribution of agro industrial units by districts*—-A study of the district-wise distribution 
of the agroindustrial umts shows that Coimbatore district has the largest number of units 
forming 29 per oent of the total units in Tamil Nadu. North Aroot, Salem and Madur a ; 
districts account for over 10 per cent each. These four districts together account for 
€8 per cent of the total units.

The table above reveals that nearly three-fourths of the units in rural areas were started 
only after 1970. It was 62 per Cent in the urban areas. In other words, the growth of agres- 
ii du dries prior to 1966 was not significant in Tamil Nadu. 


Details of capital employed by the Agro industrial units and its sources 

(i) Capital employed .—Capital employed consisted of working capital and fixed Capital 
A.n estimated total capital of Rs. 896-75 lakhs was einpl oyed by the agro industrial units uncei 
study in Tamil Nadu. Of this, working capital alone accounted for 224*57 lakhs- Oj 
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25 per cent. Capital employed by the units in the urban areas was eatjmated at Rs 776 04 lakh* 
or 86-5 percent. It was Rs. 120-7 i iakhs in the units in the rural areas. The details of 
working capital and fixed, capital com oontnts 1 i e presented in the table below.—

An estimated 68 percent of the capital invested in Agro-Industrial Units has been met by 
own sources which is nearly a significant fact of the economy. Nearly one fourth of the capital 
has been provided by the Banks. Government’s share were 5 per cent only. It is significant 
to note that Banks have contributed 40 per cent of the capitrl invested in the Agro-industrial 
units in the rural areas. 

Nature of activity carried out by the Agro-Industrial Units .—Consider rg ihe nature of 
activities carried out by the Agro-Induslrial Units, more Tun 80 percent of the units in 
‘Hiring' category, were engaged in hiring o u ; tractor diawn implements and 
sprayers and this constitutes, the major activity of Agro-Industrial Units in the 
State. Repair of tractor, motor rewinding. Pump repair and oil engine repair 
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were the prominent activities carried cu' by the units in ‘Repair and maintenance of 
agricultural raicliine y and equipraen category.

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IV. SUMMARY OF FINDINGS. 

The survey has revealed that an estimated number of 2,892 agro-industrial units were 
in existence in Tamil Nadu was on 31st March 1979. 

Among the six categories of agro-industries ‘Repair and maintenance of agricultural 
machinery and equipment’ units were highest with 1988 forming 68 per cent of the total 
number o units. ‘Hiring ©'agricultural machinery ana equipments to customers’ takes the 
secon l place with 804 units or 28 percent of he total units. None of the units with an 
average daily employment of less than 10 workers were found to be in the categories ‘Servicing 
of the farm structure and agro base'processing industry’. 

Coimbatore district accounted for highest number of units with 848 or , 29 per cent of the 
total units. North Arcoi, Salem and Madurai districts have more than 10 per cent of the total 
units each. 

65 per cent of the units were started only after 1970. 

Total capital employed by he agro uni s in Tamil Nadu is estimated at Rs. 896-75 lakhs 
comprising a working capital of Rs. 224*57 lakhs and a fixed capital of Rs. 672-18 lakhs. 

Own sources of capital accounted for 68 pc cent of the total capital employed. 

Hiring out tractor and tailor drawn implements and sprryers wi s the major activity of 
agro units in Tamil Nadu other prominent activities were Repair of tractors, mo or rewinding, 
pump repair and oil engine repair. 

47 per cent of the agto units did not use power. Electricity and diesel were major 
source of power for units which use power. 

Value of Agricultural Machinery and equipments manufacture by the agro funits was 
estimated Rs, 1.53 crores of which the vrl c of Motor pump alone was estimated Rs. i.lO 
crores. 

Steel and copper wire were the two important raw materials consumed by the agro 

units. 

Agro units provided employbiect to an estimated number of 7,732 persons with an 
average employment of 3 persons per unit. 

By designation, nearly half the numbe- of persons employed by agro units were ‘techni¬ 
cians and Craftsmen’. 

In terms of employment status‘employees’account for 51 percent followed by ‘Self 
employed’ with 24 per cent. 

65 per cent of persons employed in the Agro units were in the age group of 21-40. 

41 per cent of the persons employed bad only middle level education i.e. below S.S.L.C. 
72 graduates and 160 Diploma holders in engineering and 4 Agricultural graduates and four 
Diploma holders in agricultural engineering, were employed in the agro units. 

85 per cent of the persons employed were in the pay ranges below Rs. 301-400. 36 
per cent of the persons employed were in the pay range of Rs. 101 -200. 

V. CONCLUSION. 

In the context of modernisation of agriculture in the country in the successive Five Year 
Plans there is increasing potential for employment opportunities particulary for educated 
agricultural manpower such as agricultural and horticultural graduates, agro engineers etc.. 
However there has been a gap between the demand and supply of this manpower. The 
scheme for training unemployed agricultural engineering graduates for starting Agro service 
Centres being implemented by the Tamil Nadu Agro Industries Corporation and the setting 
hD of agro engineering and service co-operative centres atMistrict level and block level by 
Tamil Nadu Agro Engineering and Service Co-operative Federation have touched only a fringe 
of the problem of providing employment opportunities to agricultural graduates, agro 
engineers etc., Organising agro processing units in the small and tiny sector in large numbers 
making use of a ff ro b^sed raw materials based on the technology evolved by the different 
Research Ins itutes in the country will substantially increase self employment potential of 
this manpower. Setting up of agro processing indus tries complex in potential areas and 
making available package of incentives will attract a good number of enterprising agricultural 
srf.amites agro engineers etc., and provide employment opportunities for them-

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II. AREA AND POPULATION. 

Area, Population, Density, Literacy, etc. 

Tamil Nadu occupies the eleventh rank among the States in India in regard to size with an 
area of 130,069 sq. kms as per 197 i census. As regards population, Tamil Nadu ranks seventh 
among the States in India. According to Census 1981, the population of Tamil Nacn is 
4829.1 ,^56 (provisional) of which 50‘6 per cent are males and 49‘4 per cent are females- 
Tam 1 1 Nadu occupies the second pi ce among the St tes in the Country In ihc matter of 
urbanisation. The percentage ot urban population has ir.creas d from 30‘27 per cent to 32.98 
per cent in 1981. 

Of the total population in 1981 in Tamil Nadu ! 8,908,774 persons (39.15 per cent) are 
classified as main workers, 1,666,597 as marginal workers (31.5 per cent) end 27.722,085 pe'sons 
as non-workers (57.40 per cent). 

Regard ng literates, percentage of literates has gone up from 39.46 per eent to 45.78 per 
cent during 1971-81 in 7 amil Nadu. Tamil Nadu holds the third rank among the States in the 
country with regard to literacy rate. Madras City has the heighest percentage of Literacy 
viz. 66.29 per cent while Dharmapuri has the lowest percentage i.e. 28.62 percent 
among the districts in Tamil Nadu. 

The c ensity of population in Tamil Nadu works out to 371 per sq. km. as per 1981 census.

III. AGRICULTURE. 

Index Numbers of Agricultural Economy —The Index of area under c ops has increased 
by 3.4 points from 107.2 in 1978—79 to 110.6 in 1979—80. The Index of cropping inten¬ 
sity has increased by 3-2 p ints from 103-2 in 1978—79 to 106-4 in 1979—80. There is 
no change in the index of c opp'ng pattern in 1979—80 as compared to 1978—79. 

The In ex of yield h’s increased by 3.0 points f om 130 6 in 1978—79 to 133-6 in 
1979—80. The index of p-oductivity per nett hectare has increased by 7 8 points from 142.2 
in 1978—79 to 150 0 in 1979—80. Tielndxof agricultural production has inc-eased by 
81 points f om 147-7 in 1978—79 to 155-8 in 1979—80.

Water supply was jist adequate iu the districts cf Tharjavar, Salem, Coimb t re, 
Periy-r, Di.arradp -r and Tirune.veli district;. In the remain ng ciistrets there wa, made* 
-quate Supply cf wat.r. All the tanks except a few in tbe'state are dried up. 

Ploughing and sowings have been completed in all the districts except South Arcot, 
North Arcot, Ceimbatore, Ramanathapuram, Tnunelveli, Dharmap-.ri and Kann yakumari 
districts. 

The condition of standing crop was satisfactory in all the distiicts except Chengalpatiu, 
North Arcot, Madurai, Ramanathapuram and Saltm districts. In Chcngafpattu, standing 
Crops were affecteo in most cf tl e places by drought. In North Arcot Paddy and Sugar-cane 
Crops were withering for want of water. Eradication of“Bunchy '1 op Discase”affecting Banana 
Plantation in Kodaikonal taluks of Madurai c.istrict was taken up by tne Agricultural 
Depar, meet. In Virudhunagar Trluk of Ramanath? pur m distiicts Cotton crop was attacked 
byPe;ts. The Cotton Crop under w^ 11-irrigation withe re .for w nt of; dequate w.ter from 
tne wells. In Salem distiict the Condition of Oty crops was not s tisfactorv. 

The paddy harvested was r t pt rted to be f; ir in North Arcot, South Arcot, Coimbatore,. 
Periyar, Time iuppalli and 1 hanjavur districts. It was just bek w normal in Pucukkottai and 
Dh&imaputi districts. The Groundnut harvested was fair in Coimbatore, Pejiytr i nd South 
Arcot c-istricts, The Sugarcane harvested was also fait in South Arcot, Tiruchjrapal i and 
Periyar districts. 

The statistics of area and production of certain crops were made available to the Economic 
and Statistical Adviser, New Delhi during the quarter under review. The det tils furnished tc 
the Economic and Statistical Adviser are given in the statements appended.

The production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended M. rch 1981 
was estimated at 170,568,000 metres as against 169,840,000 met)es during the previous 
quarter, registering an ircre; se of 0.43 per cent.

Amorg the different varieties of cloth produced, saree accounted fo r 31 - 87 percent and 
dhoties,towels and lungies for 12-61 per cent, 20-95 percent and 9-70 per cent respectively. 
The remaining 24*87 per cent of the p oduction was shared by shirting, bed spreads, cat pets,., 
gada, etc. 

Out of total production, cotton fabrics have accounted for 87*70 per cent followed by 
Art silk, mixture of cotton and Art silk, and sjlk fabrics with 6*16 per cent, 5*27 per cent and 
0-87 per cent respectively.

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Plantation Libcs.tr. —As ea 3l*t March 1981 theie were 331 plantations registered under the 
Plantations Act in Tamil Nadu comprising of 147 Tea, 145 Coffee, 35 Rubber and 4 Cinchona, 
Out of these only 272 reported statistics relating to employment and tbeir earnings. These 
comprised of 122 Tea, 124 coffee, 22 Rubber and 4 Cinchona Estates. During the corres¬ 
ponding quarter in the previous year there were 333 plantations of which 146 were Tea Estate*, 
155 Coffee, 28 Rubber and 4 Cinchona. Of these 258 reported Statistics, these comprised of 
110 Tea, 118 Coffee, 26 Rubber and 4 Cinchona plantations. 

Tea Plantations .— The total number of workers employed in Tea plantations at end of the 
quarter under review was 62,643. Out of these 58,11 5 or 92 per cent were permanent worker*. 
At the end of corresponding quarter in the previous .ear there were 57,154 workers. Of 
these, permanent workers were 53 101 or 93 per «ent. The average 
daily at'endence of perm nent workers in ? .e qu rter ended M ich 1981 was higher as 
compared to tire quarter ended Mare".. 1980. the average daily attendance of 
permanent the quartei ended March 1980. The per centages for the current 
and the corresponding quarters are 79 and 77 respectively. During the 

quarter review the average daily cash earnings earned by the permanent garden 
labourers were Rs. 1 l‘40for men, Rs. ! 1*85 for women and Rs. 9.55 for minors where as they 
were gettingRs.9.09 Rs. 9 - 15 and Rs. 7T5 respectively for the quarter ' tided March 1980. Similar 
details in respect of other categories of labourers are furnished. 

Coffee Plantations. -As on 31st March 1981, the number of workers employed were 7,552 
in the coffee plantations as against 7,202 workersduring the quarter ended March 1980. Of 
these 4,235 or 56 per cent were permanent workers in the current quarter as compared to 4,3§6 
or 61 per cent in the quarter ended March 1980. Average daily attendance of permanent workers 
was 86 per cent in the current quarter as against 80 per cent during the quarter erded Mar«h 
1980-Average daily cash earnir.gsof the permanent garde ’ labourers was R.. 8 51 for men. 
Rs. 8 51 for women and Rs. 7.48 for minors as against R-,. 6.13, Rr 6 23 and 
Rs. 5.45 respectively in The quarter ended Marc ; 1980. Similar details in respect of other 
categories of laboureis are furnished. 

Rubber Plantations —-1,158 workers were employed in Rubber plantations in the quarter 
ended March 1981 as against 3,513 in the quarter ended March 1980. Of these total number of 
perma nent workers were 1,117 or 96 per cent as compared to 1378 or 59 per cent in the quarter 
ended March 1980. The e crease n the total number of workers employed was due to 
non-receipt of c ata from certain plantations. The overage daily attendance of permanent 
workers was 84 per cent in the current quarter, whereas it was 90 per ant during the quarter 
ended March 1980. In the quarter ended March 1981, the average daily cash earrings earned 
by the permanent garden laboureis was Rs. 13 78 for men and Rs. 12-83 for women aS against 
Rs. 12.47 and Rs. 11.27 respectively during the corresponding quarter of the previous ye*r 
Si mila r retails i n respect of other categories of workers are furnisher. 

Cinchona Plantations. —During the quarter under review 2,485 workers were employed in 
pinohona plantations as against 3,044 in the quarter ended Marc!, 1980. Of the total number of 
worker* 1,288 or 52 per cent were permanent workers as compare.; to 1,927 or 63 per cent in 
the quarter ended March 1980. The average daily attendance of permanent wot ken, are 1092 
or 84 per cent in the quarter ended March 1981. Whereas it was 1,650 or 86 percent in the 
quarter en. ee March 1980 Average uaily cash earnings earner by the permanent garden 
labourers was Rs. 8*52 for men, Rs- 8.81 for women ard Rs. 4'48 for minors during the current 
quarter. It may be noted that in both the quarters ended in March 1981 and March 1980 n® 
permanent outside workers were employed in cinchona plantations. Similar particulars in 
respect of other category of workers are furnished.
